OTTAWA — (CUP) — Approxi- 
mately 50 delegate.'' representing 19 
Canadian univorsilies discussed im- 
portant problems at the 13th an- 
nual conference ol the National 
Federation of Canadian University 
Students held recently In Ottawa. 

The meeting which tool; place 
at the University of Ottawa from 
September 7-10, centred on the 
work of five commissions which had 
been set up to investigate and re- 
port on a wide range of subjects 
adian university students. Gordon 
of immediate interest to 60,000 Can- 
Gwynne-Timothy oC the University 
of Toronto presided. 

Foremost among the general 
topics of discussion were: the ques- 
tion of federal aid to higher educa- 
tion; the possibility of securing re- 
ductions in the high cost of text- 
books; wider publicity of the alms 
and activities of N.F.C.U.S.; the 
establishment of a permanent travel 
bureau for studv:iits; Canadian-Am- 
erican student exchanges; the 1050 
Quebec seminal, and Canadian 
university debating. ' - . 
Federal Aid to Higher Education 

The -dciegalcs unanimously ap- 
proved a brief on Federal Aid to 
Higher Education which is lo serve 
as the basis of a work to bc pre- 
sented to the Royal Commission 
on Arts, Letters and Science meet- 
ing in Halifax on January 20th, 
1950. 

The brief, prepared by a group 
of Dalhouslc University students 
under Rickey Love, urged "the 
adoption of the principle of equal- 
ity of opportunity in higher edu- 
cationÇihlÇa'nada" based on a tv/o- 
fold programme of aid directly to 
worthy students and aid directly 
to the universities. 

It Is estlhiated that approximately 
10,000 annual scholarships 'of ' $500 
each arc required to provide edu- 
cation for deserving students. It is 
further proposed that this sum be 
Increased in future years until it 
covers all who need financial nid. 

In discussing the brief, the del- 
egates unanimously agreed that the 
proposed programme of federal aid 
be , "composed . largely of jcholaft 



bhips with dccrcnsinR emphasis on 
bursaries and loans in that order. 

(In an interview with the student 
delegates, Prirhc Minister Louis St. 
Laurent openly favored this na 
tlon system of granting scholarships 
to universities and said that he 
would study with Interest the way 
In which other federal states have 
handled the problem. "We will 
strive to find ah adequate solution 
to the problem for it is absolulcly 
necessary that a just proportion of 
the Canadian population may Be 
given the privilege of a university 
education," he said.)

Comfort, Canadian artist, was de- 
tained "as the result of a most re- 
grettable ad unfortunate mistake," 
U.S, officials asknowledged. . 

Miss Comfort was returning from 
Holland with a group of Canadian 
students including Geoffrey Pear- 
son, son of Lester B. Pearsdn, min- 
ister of external affairs, aboard the 
Dutch steamer Volendam when 
taken Into custody and accused, of 
making an "inflammatory" pr6«tv. i 
Communist speech aboard ship,. >"',%v53i^'r: 

The U.S. apology was received''^ < 
by the department of external 
affairs in Ottawa after Hume 
Wrong, Canadian ambassador In 
Washington, had protested the de- 
tention.

Miss Comfort had been attending 
a student seminar near Breda, Hol->~ 
land, arranged by the International 
Student Service of Canada, an or-' 
ganization devoted to international 
student relief and understanding. 
The organization is non-political, of- 
ficials said today. . 

"Rather Annoyed Us" v-M^I" 
Geoffrey Pearson is a third yearir"' 
student ' at Trinity college. "The • 
whole thing was a mistake," young 
Pearson said. "It could have hap- 
pened to any one of us. It mads 
us rather annoyed." ■ " .> 

Miss Comfort said an Ellis Island, 
guard had told her she was be-' 
lievcd to have' "made a speech 
aboard ship evidently in favor of 
communism." Later he told her. 
five secret service agents had been 
put on the boat at Rotterdam. "I 
told him some of the students 
aboard had been to a festival held 
in Budapest and had been outspoken . 
on their political views," she said.; 
"He told me they would be fpî- ■ 
lowed secretly." 

"I have never in any way. been 
connected with the Labor-Progres- 
sive party, and I- did not make any 
speech aboard ship. My politics' 
have been vaguely liberal but quilo 
dormant!" she said. 

Miss Comfort was transferred to : 
Ellis ' Island ' after bebig allowed^-, 
to see her mother, who was oiji" 
pier. "I was questioned again aSS , 
the circumstances of my trip anï^ 
about the nature of the I.S.S., what 
it stood for, who belonged, how one. 
Joined, and what It did," she sàid|^ 
"I was asked whom I vbted^^ 
in'the last election, wbether'^i|li 
attended any political meetinn^^ 
received any. Conununlst llteratun^; 
or U'hether I had ever studied com*)-' 
munism and read books by Marx^i. 
and Lenin," Miss Comfort related. 
"I never have." 

Later, she said, the official ques- 
tioning her became' "profusely po- 
lite" and apologetic. 

"He* apologized for my detention,' 
for the fact there may have been ' 
criminals in my room, for the stu^.' 
pidity of sonic officials. He said 
how personally ashamed he was. for 
all that had happened.". . . :
